2. It has been brought to the notice of the Government of India that fisheries 
are under the charge of the Director of Fisheries of the State Governments and 
that it would be more appropriate if Actual Users’ applications from fisherv 
industries are supported by certificates of essentiality from the Dircctur of 
Fisheries instead of the Director of Industries of the Stale. Ttie matter has been 
ej amined and it has been decided that the certifying authority who is authorised 
to issue the essential requirement of actual users in the case of canning, freezing 
ard other fishery industrie.s should be the Director of Fishe ies of the State wheie 
the factory 13 located. 

3. The State Director of Industries are advised to transfer all pending applica¬ 
tions for grant of essentiality certificates received from the Fishery Industries, 
for the current licensing period, to the Dlreelor of Fisheries of the State.
